He opposed 
death by hanging or by electrocutiont 
and favored death by the use of narcotics 
and asphyxiation as being more humane. 
Tho next was a paper on "Emasculation 
and Ovariotomy as a Penalty for Crime 
and the Reformation of Criminals," by 
Dr. Robert Boal, of Lacon. He took 
strong and advanced ground in favor of 
unscxing by law habitual criminals as 
the best means of preventing or mini- 
mizing the grosser crimes.

The 
water washed do^n the hillsides at 
such a rate that it carried everything 
before it, including several buildings. 


The Sawyer house, the largest hotel 


in the city, had three feet of water on 
its first floor. Olive street, from Third 
to Fifth, is a wreck, so are Myron and 
Chestnut streets. The Scnpp store, 
Lower Main street, a large brick build- 
ing, under the bluff, is so badly twisted 
that it will be torn down. It is dam-

escaped with a loss of ¥1,000, the water 
from the surrounding bluffs having 
been partly diverted into other chan- 
nels at the corner of Fourth and 
Hickory streets. 


Two buildings were undermined, and 


both collapsed and went to pieces and 
went down into an adjoining ravine. 
One was used as a grocery store by 
August Wenrrerberg, and contained 
$1,000 worth of stock, everything is 
a total loss. The other was a small 
structure, and both belonged to Fricic 
Wahlquist His loss was about 81,000 


Probably a thousand loads of sand

At Saux Rapids, Minn., the heaviest 


rain of the season, accompanied by 
hail, fell, setting in at 9:30 p. m. and 
continuing until 5 a. m. The Northern 
Pacific track suffered badly, all bridges 
between Riee and Clear lake being 
washed out and the track made im- 
passable. The 11:30 train was stalled 
here until 10:30 yesterday, and the 
east-bound passengers could not get 
through till 1 p. m. 


At Chippewa Falls, Wis., the storm 


caused by a cloudburst at Bloomer did 
untold damage in that section of conn- 
try. 


At Bloomer, a dam, sawmill, plan- 


Ing-mill, bridges, houses' and 6,000,000 
feet of logs were carried away. No 
lives are reported lost In that city 
great damage was done to streets, 
bridges and the railroad companies. 
The Wisconsin Central tracks from 
Stanley, Wis., to Chippewa Falls, a 
distance of thirty-five miles, was 
washed out Not a piece of track half 
a mile in length is left.

CLEVELAND, O., May 17.—No progress 


toward a settlement of differences was!

operators and coal miners yesterday. 


After the adjournment of the joint 


convention the conference committee, 
met and discussed the situation. In1 
answer to the proposition of the oper-> 
ators for a scale of 65 cents for 
Pennsylvania and 56 cents for Ohio, 
President John McBride presented the 
proposition of the miners, which was 
the scale of last year—79 cents for 
Pennsylvania, and all other sections to 
be adjusted on that basis. This would 
make the Ohio rate 70 cents.

The conferees from the operators 


were not authorized to accept this 
proposition and the miners refused to 
adhere to the operators' rate. 


After several hours iof fruitless dis- 


cussion the committee adjourned to 
meet again to-morrow morning before 
the joint convention shall assemble. 


The operators had a meeting to- 


night, to hear the report of their con- 
ferees and consider the situation. 
While some of the operators express 
the hope that a settlement of the 
differences with the miners can be et 
fected, the true state of affairs is that 
the two sides of the question are just 
as far apart to-night as they were two 
days ago. 


Patrick 
McBryde 
informed the 


United Press reporter that incredible 
as it might seem, there were many of 
the operators who did not really de- 
sire a settlement at present. "Why," 
said he, "it is a positive fact that the 
Pennsylvania river operators have be- 
tween 20,000,000 and 80,000,000 bushels 
of coal in transit between Pittsburgh 
and Cincinnati, or in barges tied up 
against the river bank.

Sue 
expert witnesses shall hold their a] 
pointmente for one jear or until the 
successors are appointed and qualifiec 
They shall be entered as expert wit 
nesses upon a list 6f such witnesses 
kept by the circuit clerk, and the aai 
clerk shall issue a certificate of appoint 
ment as such expert witness to tie per 
son appointed as above. . 


Such expert witnesses shall be citizens 


of the state of Illinois and shall be known 
in the communities where they resid 
for their professional competency anc 
personal probity, and if physicians the 
shall have been at least five yea's in law 
ful and active practice. When expert 
opinion ia desired in any cause pending 
in a criminal court, the trial judge pre 
siding in such cause may, at his diecre 
tion, summon for duty under this act 
such expert witnesses to the number o 
three. Such expert witnesses shall be 
paid for their services by the county in 
which the trial for which they are sum 
monad is held, in such sums as may be 
named by the judge. 


It shall be the duty of such exper 


witnesses to give an opinion on the evi 
dence as presented in hypothetical fori 
in the case in which they are called 
Such experts shall be subject to cross 
examination by both prosecution and de 
fence; but such cross-examinations shai 
be limited entirely to the subjects em 
braced in their opinion. 
In criminal cases, previous to trial, i 


the state's attorney deems it advisable 
to have an expert opinion he shall state 
to the court, having jurisdiction of the 
cause, and the judge receiving sue!
